tbiuk that .ludge Oomatool^ (wbofe 
bill for sitiing in thii eaae and look- 
log wise and uccasionally arguing a 
point of law was very modeatla eom- 
parison Willi Cllnton'a) baa great rea- 
son t or oui mending Mr. Vanderbitl's 
generosity. 

We learn that Mr. Scott Lord, the 
counsel fur the conteslant of the will, 
received |1U0,(XX). These iminonse 
fees are beyoml iiiiytliiiigerer known 
or licHi'd ol, not oiily in tbia country 
but ill foreign landa. The lamoua 
lawyers of England or France have 
never received such large auras, even 
in cases of much longer coutinuanco.

Erakine, the loader of the l^nglish 
bar in his time, one of the moat brill' 
lant lawyer) Great Britain ever pro 
duced never received a greater yearly 
Income than 160.000, and never iiioi c 
than ^5,0(X) in any case.

Pinckney, Webster 
Uioate, or any of onr great lawyers 
in timea past never dreamed of lucfa 
extravagant bills. The tirst great fee 
ever known in iliis ronnlry waa re' 
ccivcd by ClurKsoii N.Potter In the 
foreclosuro of ilio Cauaudaigaa rail 
road, not maatr reara ago. It ia 
atnted that lir 'A&efred $100,000 in 
that caao. It is reported that Charles 
O'Connor received $75,000 in the 
Jumel will case and 1100,000 in the 
Tarish will case. In the latter eaae 
.ludge John K. Porter andDonM 
Lord meeired large foca. 

To oome to onr own city, wliicli is 
seldom far behind in niiylhing, the 
late Henry Hurden paid his lawyer 
upwards of (75,000 in the famous 
Splice eaae, and ex-Cbaneellor Wal 
WMtb, the referee In that eaae, re 
ediradlM^OOO referee 'a fees.

The aehooner Martha, from (leor- 

gia'a Banks, brought, with a cargo of 
Hsh to this port yesterday, the lar- 
pcst whale thresher rcniciubered by 
old market uicu lo have ever beeu 
seeu in tliia city. It was caagbt in a 
pound not at Wood's Hole, Mass., ou 
Tuesday and was killed with a hiitcc. 
Tlie last ono exhibited in Washington 
market wa.i lilleen years ago, and it 
wajBO small a speciiueu of its kind 
thai some fish dealers beliared that tt 
was a species of shark. The flair (bat 
arrived yesterday was exhibited by 
C. A. Lewis. It was very nearly 
lourleen feet long aud monopolized 
the entire ln4ilol lliu stand, rersoiis 
stopped lo examiuc it, aud all day 
loug a throng waa nroaalng around 
It. -Ualforiheleugtliorihe eurlous 
fiah waa Itody, aud the other half 
tail. The tall lapered oil gradually 
and had been looped up by a tope 
attached to a beam above. The 
weight of the creature waa 600 
pouuds. The naked akin on the hack 
and sides WM a uniform bluish drab 
color Iroin the snout to the lip ot the 
tail. The tail was as much a separate 
part ot the body as a a dog's tail is 
of its body, wbleb appearance made 
it resemble a land or amphIl;lous an 
iiual more Ibau a tisb. The eyea 
were as largo aa cuw'i, aud could be 
rolled in their sockets. The mouth 
waa couiparativcly small, and the 
tcetli short, abarp and of a uniform 
length in both Jawa. SUcklug 
straight up from the middle of the 
back was a dark fin, eleven inches 
oug, of Iho same color as the body, 
lough and compact, yet neither bon^' 
nor hard. The medial, pectoral, niul 
caudal tins. They fiared oul horiion- 
tally and were aet low. On the uii- 
deraidelhe body; waa of a mottled 
salmon color. The fish yielded like 
caoutchoue to the tinner, but on re- 
easing the |ircssuro the skin sprang 
back to Its original form. The body 
from end to end soeiiicd a mass of 
corlilage. The long tail is used by 
the animal like a rawhide in attack- 
ing its enemy, the whale. It forms a 
sort of alliance with the sword tish, 
the latter ibrustiug iu sword iulo the 
whale (Torn below, and the thraaher 
attacking it from ahore. Tha thresh- 
ers run in schools, and from ten to 
twenty will attack a whale at oner 
Those who have witnessed a combat 
between threshers and whales Bay 
'.hat it is an exciting spectacle. The 
water flies in ahowora of foam iu all 
directions, aa the threshorahurl them- 
selves al the whales like animated 
cowhides. For hours they rain blows 
on the head and sides of the huge an 
iinal. Between the picrcing^'thrusla 
of the sword-fish and the flail like 
blowa of the thresher, a whale rarely 
escapes. From the earcaaa the victors 
gel their food for many a day after- 
ward. Through the iiltlo slit in the 
side of the thresher oxiiibiled yester- 
day oozed blood aa red aa that of a 
land animal. The gitlawere four in 
number on both atdaa. Tbaflah iaio 
be atuOM.— .y.

Speaking of the Slanley-llazcn dif- 
ficulty, Oen. Sherman remarked that 
they used lo aefflo those alTairs dif- 
ferently in old times. And there are 
tliosc who still coutniid that a court 
uf law is not the best place to settle a 
dispute of this nature. However 
much we may veigh against the code, 
there ia a duubt that in the olden 
times, when the ofltcers— both mili- 
tary and naval — generally obeyed its 
diecales, there was much more piinc- 
lillo and more care lor Iho nice points 
of honor than axlat at the preaent 
day. Fifty yeara ago, when we were 
regarded as rather a rude people, 
it would have been impossible (or 
any officer to remain in cither the 
army or navy who would permit Ibe 
slightest slur upon bla eharacler as a 
soldier or a gentleman. Those were 
our barbarous days, it may be said, 
but barbarous or not it is certain that 
Uens. Jackson, Scott, Kearney, Hun- 
ter, Sumner, with Stockton and a 
boat of others of both aerrieea, whom 
the eouutry has been proud to honor 
to exalted positions, were at vari- 
ous times mixed up in thosn afl'airs 
of honor, and they never recognize 
any other way of settling a certain 
class of disputes. It is true that in 
tlie early part of this century the of- 
flceraofboth services were a pugna- 
cious set of fellows, and tbero were 
two causes thai were the occa'.iou of 
many a duel and the stirring up uf 
bad blood in tlie army and navy. 
The reduetlon ot the army in 1813 aud 
the still lurthor reduction in 1815, 
throw oul a great many utliiers. 
Those who were left oul fancied 
themselves wronged by those re- 
tained, and there were many hostile 
nftetluga ou this account. Our naval 
oflicera were iually proud oflheir 
success during the war of 1812, and 
the ofllcers of the English navy, who 
were in many Inslancea overbearing 
and uncivil would pretend, in foreign 
parta lo make light of our aliips and 
uur officers. Uuttliey were always 
sure to be picked up by some of uur 
gallant sailors. Between 1807 and 
18;i;'i tlieic were innumerable duels 
luugbl py our uaval olUcers. Durin<£ 
ttiat period, .oue commodore, three 
lieutenanta, two surgeons nud seven 
midshipmen were killed in duels, and 
one captain aud oiiu lieulenantof ina 
riues met their death in the same 
manner. The aflbira that terminated 
fatally wore but a small portion of 
them. ,In the army duelling would 
break oul occaaioaally as a sort nfep- 
Ideinic, aud it would be impossible to 
describe alt the hoatlle meetings that 
took place yeara ago. Some like that 
of Maj. Thomas Biddle, paymaster, 
near St. Lonis, in 1841, were fcrribl/ 
bloody all'aira. The affair between 
Captains AVriglit and Hook at Fort 
llawkiut Georgia, which tuok place 
flfty yeara ainoa waa a little remarka- 
ble aa at the flrat fire Wright was so 
badly wounded i that ho could not 
stand, but ho insisted on aiiulber shut 
which, by all of Ihe rules of the code, 
be should not have bad. II was 
agreed to, however and at the next 
tiro ho crippled Captain Hook for 
life. The old officers will afl'cclion- 
alely remember Captain Hook, altcr- 
wards of the commissary (lc|iarliueiit, 
who was so long slalioiiod hero, and 
who was, like Gen. (Mbaon, one of 
the moat genial gentlemen (hat Ihe 
army ever produced. About tho 
same time tlicre was another remark- 
able afiair between Gen. Brooke, ol 
the Fourth Infantry, aud an ofllcer of 
the reaiment, whose name we do 
not rocoliect. Tbia occurred at the 
|iort of Tradcr'a Hill, also In Georgia, 
llrooke had but lately joined his l o^- 
imeiit from West I'oinI, and he (oniid 
a pretty hard rollicking set of fellows 
at the post, Brooke waa an exceed- 
ingly amliiblo young Allow, and ho 
bore A good deal of badgering from 
the officer, who had the reputation uf 
being something of a hector, and al 
last ho could stand it no longer, and 
he called liim out. They were to uso 
muakata and to rataa tbair pieces and 
fire at the word. Brooke's opponent 
fried fo IntlmMaie htm by sendiu^ 
him word that he would shoot him 
through a certain button of his coat. 
But ho did not scaroatall. When 
the lime waa given lie noticed that 
hia antagoniat had forgotten to cock 
hia piece, and he aang out, "Hallo 
there, you have forgotten to cock your 
musket," and so they commenced 
over again. Brooke killed his adver- 
sary at the first fire. He knew that 
ho was in tho right, but the affiiir 
made such an impression upon him, 
as he was of a sensitive and lefii in 
nature, that he left tho army and died 
soon after noar Washington.

To tnnko fine glass fhrond, Iho 
ginaa la brought toaaiaie of fnato; 

glass rod dipped in It and thus a 
thread pulled oul, which solidillca 
first in Its Ihiiiiiest parts, and so cau- 
ses a thread of uiiilorm lliickiiess lo 
bo obtained, if this thread is ulaocil 
over a hot motallic cylinder, and Iho 
latter revolved, any length of thread 
may be obtained ; the thread may bo 
obtained finer by revolving tho cylin- 
der more rapidly. The healing of 
the cylinder has tho cU'oct of anneal- 
ing tho glass to aome extent, whilo 
the rapid cooling, if wound on A cool 
cylinder, would make it moro brittle. 
A bundle of such threads luok like a 
bunch of silk, and it has thcrcforo 
been called glass silk. Its iisefulncsa 
to chemists and druggists lias lately 
been broushl to the notice of the 
French Socilo de Phorinncio by M. 
Limousin. It is now largely used iu 
(iermaiiy, aud especially in Austria, 
fur filtering liqnora in Inboratorieii. 
In the microscope tbe threada are aa 
fine as those ofallk or flbrillae of cot- 
ton ; they break more easily than Ihe 
latter, but are excessively supple. 
From tho uiialtcrnbility of flin snh- 
Blanco it is very well suited for tU- 
furlng ncld or alkaline solutions, even 
concentrated, aud varioua other aub- 
staiicea, such aa nlimie ot ailver, al- 
bumen, colloalon, Pchling'a liquors, 
etc. It afiorda great rapidity of flow , 
with good filtration; Itdoesnol, liko 
lilters of paper or tissue, communi- 
cate organic matters to tho liquids, 
altering and perhaps giving them a 
disagreeable taste. It is uiuoh prof- 
orablo lo asbestos, which, from tlio 
arraiigeincnls of its paraliol libres. 
caniiui bu formed into a fioxiblo bull, 
and which lets frogincnla pass that 
float ill the liquid. For annlysia it ia 
very advantageous, allowing of a 
ready doterminalion of insolublo 
mailers deposited ; also by calcina- 
tion and fii'^i.oii ofllioj:lass may bo 
found the volatile principles fixed :ii 
Ihe passage of tho liquid, unmixed 
with oinpyroumatic producta. Not- 
withalaniiiiig the price of glaaa silk ia 
ailll high, it is no great expense to 
use it. ns its excessive llghlnesa ad- 
mits of a considerable number of fll- 
f rations being innde with a small 
weight of It ; bceidea. It may servo 
an inileflnife lime. If alter ench oper- 
ation it is Ihoroiighly washed with 
water and dried in the air. 



To make Japanese cement, mix 
the powdered rice with a liitla cold 
water, and then gradnally add boiling 
water until a proj^r consistence ia ac- 
quired, being careful lo keep it well 
siiired all the time; lastly, it must lio 
boiled for ono miuuto in a clean siiuiS)- 
pun.

Perhaps it ix not generally known 
that the Rev. Mr. Murray some time 
ago or,{anixed the "Boaton Backboard 
(.Nunpany, for the purpose of niami- 
faeturiug the Murray w^gon, and lo- 
cated the factory iu this city, after in- 
ducing scvcr.al of our le.iding citizens 
Up invest ill the enterprise. .Mr. Mur- 
ray owned the [eitent for this back- 
hoard wagon, and $10,000 ot the 
stuck was allotted to hini. It is 
kiinwn that this stock has passed out 
of his possession, he having deposited 
it as collateral for a loan, and it was 
alterward attached in the interest, of 
hia Boston creditors. 

Wednesday last Deputy SlierilT 
Cntliu. of this city, wont out to. Mr,. 
Murray's farm at Qnilfcrd*, eighteen 
miles from Wre^ to attach properly. tOr 
satisfy a claim held by I'homas II. 
EmeraoD, of Boston. It is stated that 
Mr. Emerson held Murray's note for 
$2,500, to meet which the clegymcn 
recently gave his check. The check 
was found lo be useless, Mr. Murray 
having no funds at the bank, and the 
note went to protest. Mr. Emerson, 
bccnming aware that other notes inadr 
by Mr. Murray had gone, to protest, 
determined to attach the letter's prop- 
erty at Qnilford. When Dcpnty

Returning lo New Haven, tho deputy 
next attached Murray's $40,000 
worth iif stuck in the lloston " Hack- 
hoard Coinp.iny, hut this will avail 
iMtliing, as the stuck hail been pre- 
viou^ly attached by Boston creililors. 
Mr. Catlin wVs instrivited to attach 
every part and parcel of property be- 
longing to Mr. Murray that he could 
find nninenmbe^ed. and this leads to 
the belief tbat'hia ereditors are ceming 
upon him in foil force.

Mr. Mmray has been absent about 
three weeks, and his wife, who is 
living at the Guilford farm, is very 
much distressed at the turn in her 
husband's affairs. It is said that the 
has expected a collapse, however, and 
became fortified against adversity by 
studying medicine in a Boston college.

In tho middle there is 
n stool or table called tliealtar,aiid on 
tho aliurlliero is a bible, a eai pciilcr's 
square and a ccinpass. Kouud the 
altararu three lighted candlei. Tho 
Muster siis at one end of tlio room, 
which is termed the east; on one side 
of him is Ihc Secrelary, on llie other 
siJu the Tieusurer, and a liiilo before 
llim is Ihe Senior Deacon. At the 
Other end of tho room (called the 
west) tho Senior Warden is seated, 
with tho Junior Deacon a little in 
advance of him. Half way down the 
room, on the left side of the Master, 
the Juflior Warden is seated, and 
tbitplaee is termed tlie south. If 
there are nine Masons prcseui, there 
is mi Outer tiuard called tho Tiler, 
and an Inner tiuard if only seven 
are present, tho Junior Deacon acts 
as Tllor, and the Senior Deacon as In- 
ner tiuard. Tho luoceodingil com- 
wcuue by tho Master giving 'one rap 
with his gavel. The Tiler is then 
slalioiied uutaido tho duor with a 
drawn ^wol■ll. 11^ yives throe raps 
ouiside, which arc answered by three 
knocks inside, then one knock insidu 
is given, which is answered by one 
outside. The Lodge is now tiled and 
the Masons put 6n their aprons, etc. 
A dialogue ensues between Ihc Mas- 
ter and 111? dllliereni ollicers.iii which 
each states why ho is in tho posiliua 
lie liM taken. Then, with mora 
Icnocks, the lodge is oiicncd, omU 
present giving tho sign ol the degree 
of Kiilercd Appreiitieo. These signs 
are called right nngles, horizontal^, 
ni.d perpendiculars. The llrst is made 
by placing the lands at right angles, 
one fool in front of tiio center of the 
center of tho body, the palms togcth- 
cr , and Ihc lelt haiul under: the sec- 
ond li.\ Ihe rii;lil hand to the 
neck and drawing It across tlio throat 
the elbow bclngasliigh as the hand; 
the third by letting the '.laiid drop 
perpendicularly bv tho side the palm 
turned back, Ai'ter the ordinary 
business of the Lodge commences. 
This consists in sullliiig aecouiils and 
voting sums ot money iu cliaritv, 
M'itli occasional call* from labor to 
refroshineiit; then come* the Initia- 
iioii ol any new member whose name 
lias been mentioned at a previous 

meeliiig. 

The candidate has lo submit to a 

ballot, and it successful the Deacons 

aro sent out to prepare liiiii. This is 

done by taking from him everythii g 

iiielal lie, slijiping liis left arm out ul 

his shin sleeve, and througU the bos- 
om of tho shin so as to leave the arm 

and left breast bare, and making him 

roll (he left leg of his trou,ors above 

the knee, blindfolding hiai, and tying 

u roiio around his neck called a cabtv 

tow. The Senior licacon now re- 

tiii iis, and Iho caiidid Uo is led by 

the Junior lieacon lo the closed door, 

on which he is instructed to give 

llirea raps; thise are answered by 

three raps inside, then one ran is ex- 
changed, and the dooi is opened 

iiboul two inehes. Alter a cuiiversa- 

tioii between tho two Deacons, he is 

hi in, and tho point of a compass is 

lircsscd against his left breast. lie is 

then led lotho middle of the room, 

mid lold lo kneel when a prayer is of- 
fered. This over, tho Master takes 

liiin by the hand, and savs : "Arise 

follow your loader, and fear no dan- 
ger." llo is led three times around 

llie lo Ige, and lluolly isha'ted before 

tho Senior Warden In Ihe west, who 

leaches hiiH lo approach Iho east, his 

leet loriniiig tho right angle ol an ob- 
long st|iiaru. At length ho linds him- 
eelt close ^0 the altar, wlicro he 
kneels upon his naked left knee, both 
ri^'ht and loft kneos forming a siinare. 
Jlis left hand is now placed under the 
biWc, f(|iiaru and compass, and his 
right li iiid over lliein. In this posi- 
tion lie rejieats tho oath, in which ho 
oiigagos to keep inviolate (ho secrets 
of tho ordor under no less penalty 
than to have my throat cut across, 
fVoin ear to ear, my longuo torn out 
by (he roots, and my body buried in 
Ihe rough sands of the soa, a cable 
lows ieiigili from Ihe shore at low- 
wnler mark, wliero Ihe tide ebbs and 
iiows twice in twenty four hours.
